Gentlemen  , 


I  have  the  honor  to  place  before  you  my 
Animal  Report  of  work  done,  and  mortality  statistics  for 
the  past  year. 

The  total  number  of  births  74  being  a  rate 
of  25T3  per  1000, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  34,  being  a  rate 
of  XT54  per  1000, 

The  district  has  been  comparatively  free 
from  Zymotic  disease,  a  rumour  of  the  prevalence  of 
chicken  pox  at  one  time  suggested  the  necessity  for 
closing  some  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools,  but  on 
visiting  the  districts  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
could  discover  no  cases  actually  suffering  from  the 
disease,  and  no  school  certificates  of  absence  from  this 
cause  were  obtainable. 

In  October  a  case  of  Anthrax  was  reported 
at  Long  Marston,  and  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the 
disease  attacking  those  in  attendance. 

I  have  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council  have  made  arrange¬ 
ments  by  which  any  Registered  Medical  Practitioner 
may  send  specimens  of  doub  ful  cases  of  Diptheria,  and 
Typhoid  f  ever,  for  Bacterialogical.  examination  free  of 
cost,  the  outfits  necessary  may  be  obtained  from  the 
District  Medical  Officer’s  of  Health. 


The  Drainage  of  the  district  has  been 
carefully  supervised  and  several  improvements 
effected. 

At  Willersey  the  sewer  has  been  extended, 

60  yards. 

The  sewers  at  Honey  bourne  repaired  and 
cleansed.  Work  has  also  been  done  at  Ashton-under- 
Hill,  Honeybourne  Schools,  Willersey  Springs,  Broad 
Marston,  and  New  Schools  provided  at  Neb  worth,  full 
details  of  these  works,  and  the  work  of  Sanitary 
Inspector  are  given  in  his  report  appended. 

Altogether  the  district  remains  in  a  fairly 
good  sanitary  state,  and  improvements  are  being  made 
as  opportunity  arises,  and  the  districts  are  able  to  effect 
them. 


The  statistical  tables  as  required  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  are  appended.
